New Camera 
Shutter Beats 
Speed of Light 


New York—(IP)—A new camera 
shutter that beats the speed of 
light was shown to the Society of 
Motion Picture Engineers. 
The shutter is small enough to 
fasten in front of an ordinary 
pocket-size camera. - Point 
this 
camera directly at the sun, push 
a button that snaps the shutter, 
and you get no picture. 


Only a few feet of light gets 
through, even though the sunlight 
is travelling 186,000 miles a second. 
The amount of light reaching the 
film is not enough to expose it, for 
even bright sunlight has to have a 
smaE fraction of time to pUe up on 
a film. 
In the laboratory this shutter 
can operate faster than a flash of 
light travelling from the camera 
to a mirror ten feet away and 
back. No light gets back before 
the shutter closes. Mirrors a few 
inches apart, one farther than the 
other from the camera , can be 
picked up one at a time by timing 
the return flash. 
The shutter is still partly a war- 
time secret. It -was shown- by Dr. 
A.'M. Zarem, director of the Stan- 
ford Research Foundation, Los 
Angeles. 
The shutter is a combination of 
a liquid, a battery cell in the liquid, 
known as a Kerr ceE, and polariz- 
ing lenses.

MR. TRUMAN'S FOUR Y

Washington—Four years ago to- 


morrow, April 12, Harry S. Tru- 
man became president when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt died. 


When he moved into the White 


House, war with Germany was 
ending. Japan uas soon 
to be 


crushed with the atom bomb, an 
event that changed world history. 


The United Nations \\as cieated 


in the hope it might keep peace. 
Four years have sho\,~n its failure. 


And in his first fc\v months in 


office, the l7n:ceJ Szates had to be 
set spinning back into peacetime 
ways. It was done with jolts and 
jerks. 


Wartime controls were ripped 


off, some too fast 
Strikes sprout- 


ed, holding up peacetime goods. 


The mood in corgi ess, 
as 
the 


months passed, \vas to ditch price 
controls, let prices run free. 
Mr. 


Truman warned against it. 


Kis own Democrats were in 


control of congress but, spearhead- 
ed by the Republicans, they cut 
the legs from under OPA. It soon 
died. 


Prices shot through 
the 
roof, 


bringing the country a great infla- 
tion. 
They're still skyhigh, may 


be coming- down a bit now. 


Mr. Truman had tued a honey- 


moon with congress in his early 
days as president. But that ended 
in a bust and never has been 
patched up. 


Voters, fed up with the Demo- 


crats, gave the Republicans con- 
trol in 1946. It was" Mr. Truman's 
worst defeat. 


He reversed that in 1348 with 


his own election, biggest surprise 
in American political history. And 
the Democrats won control of con- 
gress again. 


But congress doesn't seem to be 


paying much attention to his wish- 
es, at least for things at home 


Yet, in spite of his difficulties 


with 
congress, 
Americans 
are 


making more money than ever be- 
fore. 
The land is rich, teaming 


with money, goods, and food. 


But meanwhile the skie^ have 


darkened beyond the shores. His 
hopes of getting along -with Rus- 
sia have gone down the drain. 


As he watched the 
Russians 


swallow eastern Europe, his mood 
hardened. He set up the Truman 
doctrine: A policy 
of blocking 


Russia wherever it tries to make a 
thrust. 


•Under that policy we'.ve helped 


Greece and Turkey, created 
the 


MarshaE plan for helping- western 
Europe, and now we've entered the 
Atlantic Pact with western Europe 
to stop Russia with steel if need 
be.As Mr. Truman goes into his 
fifth year in the -white House, only 
four years away from World War 
U, the air is full of talk of new 
war. Where -we go, no one knows, 
not even Mr. Truman.

Some of the people who keep

tional and guided action." 


Then this week he came back, 


speaking 
of

abatement of inflationary 
pres- 


sures " He said: 


"It is still too soon to be sure 


whether this easing will 
go so 


much further as: to produce a real 
'recession' or whether it may level 
out or give way to renewed forces 
of inflation." 


I took that home with me and 


if I understand the language Dr. 
Nourse is saying now he doesn't 
know whether we're headed for a 
boom or bust. 


But he said a lot of other things 


on Tuesday and a lot of other peo- 
ple besides me must have had 
some trouble with his prose be- 
cause yesterday Mr. Truman came 
to the rescue and said Dr. Nourse 
was quoted out of context in re- 
ports on his talk. 


Seems Dr. Nourse was speaking 


of three things: The money we 
have to spend on our armed forces; 
the money we have to spend on 
Marshall plan help for Europe; and 
the money we have to spend arm- 
ing our allies under the Atlantic 
Pact. 


The question was: Do we have 


to add the Atlantic Pact money 
to the money for the other two, 
or what do we do ? 


I think Dr. Nourse had an an- 


swer for this, but I'm not sure, so 
I'll ]ust quote him, in part at 
least, and hope I'm not quoting 
him out of context: 


"In 
the

to horizontal integration of the de- 
fense function to effect operative 
economies.

MILITARY APPROPRIATIONS 


The controversy over military appropriations provoked 


- or.~e sharp words the other day between Senator Byrd 
t_f Virginia and Congressman Vinson, chairman of the 
House Armed Services Committee. They grew out of a 
broadcast in which Mr. Vinscn said that Congress should 
listen to the Joint Chiefs of Staff rather than to the White 
House for advice on military spending. 


Mr. Byrd said he was shocked that the Joint Chiefs 


should be urged to by-pass their Commander in Chief. He 
did not know of any reason why consideration should be 
given to their recommendations. "I should regard such ex- 
cesses as have been proposed as insubordination," he 
added. 


"The Joint Chiefs of Staff is the nation's best-qualified 


authority on military matters," Mr. Vinson replied, "and 
Congress, in reaching its own. decisions, must give careful 
consideration to what its members have to say." 


If this were simply a two-man disagreement it would 


require no comment. But it is a symptom of a larger dis- 
agreement that has been noticeable from time to time at 
both ends of Pennsylvania avenue. 


Senator Byrd has logic on his side. The Joint Chiefs 


of Staff, whatever their position as military strategists 
and planners, are advisers to an adviser of the President in 
the Cabinet organization. As such they certainly should 
not be given equal or preferred consideration to the Com - 
mander in Chief. 


When Henry Wallace, as a Cabinet member, by-passed 


the President in recommending foreign policy, he was dis- 
missed from his post. Congress raised no howl of protest, 
either. Yet Mr. Vinson and others would have Congress 
disregard the Commander in Chief's military recommenda- 
tions in favor of the much higher figure proposed by his 
armed forces subordinates. 


On Mr. Vinson's behalf it should be said, however, thai- 


there have been times when Congress should have paid far 
more heed to the military chiefs than it did. All through 
the thirties these men were urging an adequate defense 
force in the face of growing threats of war. But a few 
weeks before Hitler invaded Poland in 1939, the United 
States Army was playing war games—literally—with 
trucks for tanks and broomsticks for guns. 


Our national needs require that this strain should not 


become too great. 


But there is one national need that is reasonably clear: 


Congress ought to accept as a fact such unification of the 
services as now exists. Defense Secretary Johnson seems 
determined to make unification a complete reality. Yet he 
can scarcly succeed unless Congress co-operates. 


It is Congress' business to question the President's 


budget figures. It has the right to grant the military's re- 
quest for almost $3,000,000,000 more than Mr. Truman and 
his other advisers feel is safe and necessary... That can be 
dene, however, without fostering disunity in the executive 
branch of the government or setting the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff above the President.

It is refreshing indeed 
to find anybody still interested in 
that fine old vanishing American 
art—buttering up the boss. Too 
many people today have the idea 
that "boss" ia just another four- 
letter word. 


But I think you are approach- 
ing the problem in the wrong way. 
You don't want your boss to know 
you better—you may never get a 
raise then. What you want is for 
yourself to get to know the boss 
better. 


Bosses, after all, are people. 
They want to be understood, ap- 
preciated, yes—even liked. 
But 
they are wary because they know 
.the men under them often regard 
them only as a human jackpot. 


So, young man, the first thing 
to do is to avoid looking at your 
boss as if he were a cash register. 
Try to put him at his ease.

President's Cancer 


Control Proclamation , 


The following is ths text of the 
Proclamation establishing April 
1949 
as Cancer Control Month as 
issued by President Truman. 


WHEREAS for many years can- 
cer has steadily increased in im- 
portance as a cause of deathr in 
this "country and now accounts for 
appro:dniately one death in every 
eight; and 
WHEREAS according to the 
best medical opinion a large num- 
ber of cancer deaths could be pre- 
vented if full use were made of our 
p r e s e n t knowledge concerning 
early diagnosis and treatment of 
the disease; and 


WHEREAS every citizen should 
bs informed of the nature of can- 
cer and the available means of 
combatting it; and 


WHEREAS the program of can- 
cer education, research and control 
undertaken by the Federal and 
State Governments and by private 
organizations must have the whole- 
hearted support of our people if 
we are to make progress against 
the disease; and 


WHEREAS by a joint resolution 
approved March 28, 1939 (52 Stat. 
1948), the 
Congress authorized 
and requested the President to is- 
sue annually a proclamation set- 
ting apart the month of April as 
Cancer Control Month; 


NOW, 
THEREFORE, I HARRY 
S. TRUMAN, President 
of 
the 
United States of America, do here- 
by set apart the month, of April 
1940 as Cancer Control Month~ 
and I invita the Governor of the 
several States and Territories and 
possessions of the United States to 
issue similar proclamations. 
I also invite the medical pro- 
fession, the press, the radio, the

Pennsylvania 
Oil Products 
Are Piling Up 


Titusville Herald: Loss 
of an 


estimated 75 percent of the foreign 
export market for Pennsylvania oil 
products has caused a serious pil- 
ing up of stocks, it was brought 
out at a meeting sponsored by the 
Middle District Oil Producers As- 
sociation Friday night at the Col- 
onel Drake Hotel. 


The meeting was attended by 


executives of several oil refineries 
•who explained their problems with 
reference to market outlets. 


Lessor E. Levy, president of the 


Titusville Chamber of Commerce, 
arranged for the meeting and pre- 
sided. 
Co-chairman was Stanley 


C. Bayless of Titusville, president 
of the Middle District Oil Produc- 
ers Association. 


As an aid to the war effort, it 


•was pointed out at the meeting, 
refineries had to sell the majority 
of their products to the Govern- 
ment. This resulted in the loss of 
many splendid jobbing accounts. In 
addition, refineries lost the great- 
er part of their export market at 
the end of the war. 


This has created a disturbing 


situation in the Pennsylvania oil 
Industry that is of vital import- 
ance to virtually eVery community 
in Northwestern Pennsylvania.

Rheumatic Heart 
Disease Discussed 


Philadelphia — (JP") — A heart 


specialist warned mothers should 
not jump to the conclusion their 
children, have rheumatic heart dis- 
ease because some of the Bymp- 
toms are apparent. 


The warning came from Dr. Ella 


Roberts, medical director of the 
Children's Heart Hospital in a 
speech at the 13th annual post- 
graduate institute of the Phila- 
delphia County Medical Society. 


"There are many other causes 


for some of the symptoms of 
rheumatic,heart disease," Dr. Rob- 
erts said. "Some time," she added, 
"mothers make invalids out of 
children who merely are tempor- 
arily sick, with other diseases. 


"More than 80 percent of the 


cases of rheumatic fever can be 
diagnosed immediately but in the 
borderline cases only time and 
close observation can tell." 


Philadelphia and Pennsylvania 


lead cities and states in cases of 
the disease, according to public 
health reports. 
Dr. Roberts noted that these re- 
ports listed 729 cases of rheumatic

fever with 39 deaths in Philadel- 
phia last year, and 713 deaths in 
the past ten years. In the same 
10-year 
period, 
typhoid 
fever, 


measles, scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, chicken pox and German 
measles combined were responsible 
for only 521 deaths, she reported. 


The high number of cases her* 


may be due in part to weather con- 
ditions and in part to the fact that 
a higher percentage of cases which 
occur are reported here than in 
other areas,. Dr. Roberts said.

Remarkable progress is being 


made by_ plant breeders with snap 
beans. New varieties are being in- 
troduced so fast, re might be said 
there is an improved model every 
year, as with automobiles. 


Streamlining is favored by the 


bean designers. Their first big im- 
provement — years ago — was to 
breed out the string. Some folks 
still ask for 'string beans," like 
grandmother used to cook, after 
laboriously removing the strings. 


Quality snap beans this year 


have pods six inches or longer, 
straight, round, filled with tender 
flesh. Pick them before the seeds 
have begun to show in the pod, and 
cook them within an hour or two, 
and you will understand what the 
breeders have in,- mind. 


Beans should not be planted un- 


til the ground is warm. They are 
very tender to frost or to cold cut- 
ting winds in their younger stages. 
Gardens with light, warm, sandy 
soil can get an earlier bean start 
than those with heavy cold soil. 


The first crop, in which you take 


a gamble \with the weather, should 
be given the warmest, mellowest, 
and best drained patch in the gar- 
den. 
Later on when the frost dan- 


ger is past it trill make little dif- 
ference, as the bean is the most 
obliging of vegetables and will even 
produce a lair crop in positions 


much more shaded than some other 
vegetables will tolerate. 


Both green beans and wax beans 


have their advocates as to superi- 
ority of flavor. Round pods are 
thicker and filled with flesh and 
have higher table quality, but the 
flat pods yield a larger crop. 


The one warning concerning their 


cultivation is not to work the patch 
while the leaves of the beans are 
wet, either with dew or from rain. 
Rust seems to follow. A rust spot- 
ted pod ruins it for culinary use 
and this is about the only disaster 
likely to happen to a pod bean. 


Pole beans are the heaviest yield-
